s Agnes Scott’s first director of international 
education, Maria Krane says she intends to build 
on the College’s “enviable curriculum” and “strong 
tradition” of international ties. 

In fact, Krane’s relationship with Agnes Scott and its “inter- 
nationalization” began when she prepared her doctoral 
dissertation, “Development of an Internationalization Index 
for U.S. Liberal Arts Colleges (1994).” 

The index is a statistical representation of colleges’ study 
abroad programs, numbers of international students and other 
international characteristics. With rankings from most 
internationalized to least internationalized, Agnes Scott 
ranked 27th out of 101 in the final product, and Agnes 
Scott’s international relations program ranked number one

Riba Named Fifth Consecutive Fulbright from ASC 


INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS, GERMAN SCHOLAR TO STUDY IN BUDAPEST 


ndrea Riba ’97 of Jensen 
Beach, Fla., has always had ties 
to Hungary, and this fall, the 
first generation Hungarian- 
American will strengthen those ties when 
she travels to the Budapest University of 
Economic Sciences as a Fulbright Scholar 
for one year. “This is my chance to use 
everything I’ve learned. It’s also my 
chance to see how the country’s changed 
since my parents grew up there,” Riba 
says. A 1997 graduate with a bachelor of 
arts in international relations and 
German, Riba was selected in June as 
Agnes Scott’s fifth consecutive Fulbright 
Scholar. 
Riba will be one of just seven Fulbright 
Scholars in Hungary. Approximately 
1,600 U.S. Fulbright grantees, most of 


whom are graduate students, will travel 
abroad this year. “It’s an honor to be a 
recent undergraduate and to have this 
opportunity,” she says. 

While there, Riba will study the 
nation’s interaction with the European 
Union. She will pay particular atten- 
tion to the nation’s political system in 
light of elections slated for 1998 and 
various political parties’ views of 
the union. 

During her senior year at Agnes 
Scott, Riba studied the relationship 
between Switzerland and the European 
Union as part of her independent study. 
When she returns to the United States, 
she plans to study international affairs 
in graduate school.

arah R. Blanshei retires 

this summer after seven 

years of service as dean of 
the College. She has served 
with three presidents — Ruth 
Schmidt, Sally Mahoney and 
myself — as chief academic 
officer for Agnes Scott. Too 
frequently institutional history 
focuses primarily on the char- 
acteristics of presidential terms 
and thereby misses other 
patterns of continuity and 


change. Sarah Blanshei provid- 
ed innovative leadership which 
cumulatively enhanced the 
academic excellence of the 
College during a period of con- 
siderable institutional transi- 
tion. During her tenure Agnes 
Scott initiated new academic 
programs for which the College 
is now nationally recognized, 
notably Language Across the 
Curriculum and The Atlanta 
Semester. Agnes Scott’s several 
post-baccalaureate programs 
began under her sponsorship, 
including a Master of Arts in 
Teaching Secondary English, 
the post-baccalaureate pre- 
medical program and the 
Scott-Free Year Five program. 
The Information Technology 
Enhancement Program was 
introduced with her guidance, 
and she leaves as one legacy an 
updated study, with 25 recom- 
mendations on information 
technology and strategic and 
financial planning. She orga- 
nized the first needs assessment 
and program planning (for 
McCain Library) that led to 
the College decision to under- 
take a comprehensive master 
planning process. The College 
hired 25 new professors under 
her watch, and she leaves 
behind a rigorous, well- 


established system for the 
recruitment, appointment and 
promotion of faculty. Agnes 
Scott completed an academic 
review and a self-study for 
reaccreditation, which it has 
now received, during this 
time period. 

Some of these efforts were 
initiated by faculty or by a 
president: all required the 
patience and persistence of a 
hard-working dean to bring 
them to fruition. As Sarah 
Blanshei returns to the 
medieval scholarship she loves 
— research on criminality and 
criminal justice in medieval 
Bologna — she takes with her 
our gratitude for a job well- 
done. She plans to spend the 
next six months in Chapel Hill, 
N.C. where the library holdings 
and community of scholars are 
especially outstanding in 
her field.

Grant Funds Study of Correlation

T She John Templeton Foundation has 
awarded Agnes Scott’s religious studies 


department a $10,000 grant to develop a 


course examining the relation- 
ship between science and reli- 
gion. Agnes Scott is one of 97 
institutions receiving the 
grants, and this year’s winners 
represent academic institu- 
tions in 36 states and 10 coun- 
tries. “The program seeks to 
encourage frontier thinking 
on critical issues in science, 
philosophy and theology,” says 


Robert Hermann, Templeton Foundation 1997 
science and religion course program director. 
This introductory course is designed to 
enhance the College’s strategic initiative to sup- 
port a women’s science center with interdiscipli- 
nary study and to provide “a conversation space” 
for religious studies minors who are majoring in 
the sciences, says Tina Pippin, associate professor 


of religious studies. 


The goal of the course is “to create wonder 
women,” says Pippin. Science and religion are 
about wonder, she notes: both seek to understand 
our role in the universe, our values and our lives.

cancer Aug. 16, 1996, in 
Decatur. 

- Bridgman, 89, was a profes- 
sor of biology at the College 
from 1949-74, and 
she served as chair 
of the department 
for 20 years. Prior 
to her tenure at 
ASC, Bridgman 
taught biology at 
Limestone College 
(1940-47) in 
Gaffney, S.C., and 
Flora MacDonald 
College (1935-40) 


Born in Gainesville, 

Ga., she received an M.A.

Virginia in 1935 and a Ph.D.

A member of Phi Beta 
Kappa, Bridgman was instru- 
mental in building ASC’s 
biology department. Both the 
science library and the book 
collection, were named in her 
honor in 1974.

That “can do” attitude has gained special sig- 
nificance as Braswell canvasses the community 
for funds. “We operate on a faith budget. We 
don’t know how much money we will get in or 
where it will come from. But when we need 
money and land, it comes,” says the Atlanta 
native. 

With funds raised from the community, a 
core volunteer construction crew made up of a 
retired master builder, a retired engineer and 
several master electricians, the Owensboro- 
Daviess Habitat constructs five three-bedroom 
homes each year. Twenty-nine homes have been 
built since the affiliate opened in 1988. 

“When I can no longer be the director. . . 
I'd like to leave an organization that is running 
smoothly and continues to have the good name 
it has now,” Braswell reflects. “And with my life 
I would like it to be well done, [and be remem- 
bered as a] good and faithful servant.”

ix days a week Elizabeth “Tiz” Faison 
S Benson ’84 can be found either in her bak- 
ery mixing batter for moist cakes, or in her 
office handling the day’s business decisions. As 


the owner of Tizzerts—a thriving business spe- 
cializing in custom cakes and desserts—she does 


it all. 


Located in a business park near downtown 
Charlotte, Benson, with the help of three other 
bakers, whips up delectables such as Southern 


coffee cakes, chocolate cream 
cheese brownies and carrot 
pecan cakes that are sold to 
gourmet grocery stores such 
as Dean & DeLuca, restau- 
rants, coffee shops and deli- 
catessens and to individual 
patrons in the area. “I’ve 
always said that I wanted 
people in Charlotte to know 
my cakes, whether they get it 
from their favorite restaurant 
or gourmet shop, and to 
always want a Tizzerts’ 
‘dessert’ for a special occa- 
sion,” she says. 

Benson points out that 
what makes Tizzerts such a 
popular draw is that each 
product is made from scratch 
starting with eggs and butter. 
“We make all our icings, fill- 
ings and cake layers ourselves. 


The only thing I buy premade Benson ’84 


are preserves. 


“I’ve always loved food,” she adds. “My 
mother was a great cook and she taught me how 
to be a great cook. | particularly love baking and 
how people react to good [desserts].” In keeping 
with family tradition, Benson continues to use 
several of her mother’s recipes. Other family 
members contribute to the business as well: her 
husband, Benjamin, an architect, designed the

s Agnes Scott settles into 
the 1997-98 academic year, 


the College continues its 


~ transformation from a 
wonderful tiny college to an exceptional 
small college. 

With record-breaking enrollment this 
fall of 773 students (beating 1996's 715), 
we are getting closer to our goal of 1,000 
students by 2001. The former record set 
in 1967, was shattered as we welcomed 
191 first-year students to campus and 
celebrated a 90 percent overall retention 
rate.

NELLE CHAMLEE HOWARD 734 

elle Chamlee Howard had a deep and enduring 

affection for Agnes Scott College (ASC) reflected 

throughout her 83 years. Her friendliness and all-round 
diversity made the Canton, Ga., native a popular student with 
her classmates. She sang in the Glee Club, was president of the 
journalism club, played cello for Wednesday evening dinners in 
ASC’s dining hall and served on the senior council. At her 1934 
graduation, Nelle received the coveted Hopkins Jewel, an 
amethyst pendant reserved for 
the senior who best exemplified 
the College’s ideals of service. 

After obtaining her chemistry 
degree, Nelle returned to ASC to 
work, first as manager of the book 
store, then as director of alumnae 
affairs, the same position her 
daughter Lucia Howard Sizemore 
*65 holds today. 

In August 1939 she married 
lawyer William Schley Howard ae 
Jr., and later had two daughters. NELLE CHAMLEE 

Some of Lucia’s earliest HOWARD "34 
memories are of accompanying Nelle to the College for major 
events—Robert Frost reading his poetry to a hushed audience, the 


dedication of the science building in 1951, and the festive 
annual May Day celebration. 

One of her mother's signature traits was her practicality, said 
Lucia. “As a child of the Depression, she lived a simple life. Yet 
she created beauty wherever she went.” 

One such creation was the restoration plan for the Alumnae 
Garden which she conceived and executed. Each Wednesday, 
Nelle, Bella Lewis ’34 (also profiled in this issue) and Frances 
Stukes ’24 would work in the garden, lovingly planting and 
pruning the plot. But Nelle’s landscape guidance didn’t stop with 
the Alumnae Garden. A state-ranked flower show judge, she also 
refurbished other areas of the College landscape and served as a 
horticultural consultant to the grounds crew for many years. 

’ She participated in other alumnae activities as well, often 
lending her floral design and hostess skills for the College’s 
annual Alumnae Weekend. In 1984, she received ASC’s 
Outstanding Alumna Award for Service to the College. 

Well into her 70s and 80s, Nelle remained vigorous, traveling 
to Asia and Africa, doing volunteer work for Decatur Presbyterian 
Church and dabbling in her garden among the roses and daylilies 
she adored. 

Nelle died suddenly on July 5, 1996, still actively penning 
notes to home-bound church members. She made the College 
beneficiary of a $26,000 insurance policy, its proceeds will fund 


ASC’s lecture program with preference for horticultural and 
environmental topics. 

Like the seeds she planted to make the world a better place, 
Nelle Howard's benevolence will seed the love of learning in 
youthful minds. —Joy Melllwain

president of ASC’s national alumnae 
association from 1958 to 1960 and as an 


alumnae board of trustees member from 1960 to 1962. She never 
missed a meeting of her hometown Decatur Alumnae Club. In 
appreciation, ASC awarded her its Outstanding Alumna Award 
for Service to the College in 1992. 

Although Bella and Clay had no children, she was close to 
her nieces, one of whom noted that “she did not grow isolated in 
her old age.” She continued to attend regular services at 
Central Presbyterian Church, sing in the church choir and tend 
her beloved Alumnae Garden as well as her Winnona Drive 
garden where flowers bloomed almost year-round. 

When Bella died in September 1996, she left the lion’s share 
of hers and her husband’s estate to the College, an amount well 
over $750,000, including their home and other assets. The large 
bequest was simply a continuation of what Bella had done 
privately for years, said Director of Donor Relations, Andrea 
Swilley ’90. “She did so much for the College anonymously 
while she was alive—now we can give her proper credit.” 

The funds from her estate will go toward the renovation of 
the Anna Young Alumnae House, maintenance of the Alumnae 
Garden and studies associated with the Alumnae 2000 Project.

HYTA PLOWDEN MEDERER 734 


lifelong Valdosta citizen and benefactor, Hyta Plowden 
Mederer left her hometown only briefly—to attend 
college at the University of Alabama and Agnes Scott 
where she earned a degree in French in 1934. 
Back in Valdosta, the energetic Hyta went to work in the

family-owned wholesale drug business 
her father had founded in 1896. It was 
on a business trip to New York in 1945 
that Hyta met Leonard Mederer, a 
‘wholesale druggist from New Jersey. 
After they married, Leonard joined the 
Plowden family businéss and moved to 
Valdosta. 

For all her 85 years, Hyta remained 
one of the south Georgia town’s 
liveliest personalities as well as one of 
its most ardent supporters and 


benefactors. She was instrumental in saving one of the area’s 


historic residences destined for the wrecking ball. Known as The 
Crescent, the grand turn-of-the-century structure was restored, 
thanks to Hyta’s efforts, and later became headquarters for the 


city’s many garden clubs. 


She was also a mainstay of Valdosta’s Boys and Girls Clubs 
and made sure the city parks were well maintained. 


Her sense of humor and her lack of pretense were legendary. 
Her home was laden with priceless antiques, yet the atmosphere 
was informal. Director of Donor Relations Andrea Swilley 90, 


recalls visiting her a few years ago. “Cats got up into my lap. 
She laughed and joked the whole time, and was soon talking to 


me as if we were old friends.” 


But, like the other class of 34 members profiled in this issue, 
Hyta’s lifelong love was flowers, particularly daylilies. She 
corresponded with classmate Nelle Howard, and, like Nelle, 
Hyta especially enjoyed hybridizing lilies and creating new 
strains of the ephemeral beauties. She was active in the 
American Hemerocallis Society, twice bringing its national 
convention to Valdosta. Her work on behalf of the national 
organization earned her its prestigious Helen Field Fisher Award. 

In 1962, she established the Hyta Plowden Mederer 
Scholarship Fund. Income from the fund has helped generations 
of ASC students realize their academic goals. 

On July 24, Hyta died at her Valdosta home. The College 
was the beneficiary of a $50,000 insurance policy which was 
added to the scholarship fund. Like her prized daylilies, future 
Agnes Scott students will bloom because of Hyta’s generosity.

The first-year 
class numbers 191, and a total of 259 new 
undergraduate students enrolled at the 
College this fall, including 33 Return-to- 
College students and 21 transfer students. 
Currently, Agnes Scott’s student 
population represents 35 states and the 
District of Columbia as well 16 other 
countries, from Bangladesh to Ghana and 
from China to Ukraine. As for SAT 
scores, Agnes Scott’s newest class brings 
composite scores of 1100-1290, (with 
the middle 50 percent falling within 
that range).

Hudson 68, and she’s thrilled 
that last year 90 percent of those feet 
chose to remain at Agnes Scott. It’s the 
highest overall retention rate Hudson 
has seen in her 23 years at the College, 
and she says retention rates mean more 
than recruiting numbers. 

“It says that students have chosen to 
come to the College, and that the 
College is meeting their academic and 
social needs and challenging them to 
grow intellectually and socially,” 
Hudson says. 

So what is the secret to producing a 
90 percent overall retention rate? There 
are many key components, according to 
the dean, but all of them point to a posi- 
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tive institutional culture. For instance, 
providing funds for more and more stu- 
dents to interact with other collegians 
off-campus at national conferences has 
helped enhance this positive attitude. 
Hudson says that after interacting with 
peers and assessing the value of their col- 
lege experience, students return from 
these conferences with a greater appreci- 
ation of what Agnes Scott has to offer. 
What really makes Hudson’s. eyes 
sparkle is considering what high reten- 
tion rates mean when coupled with the 
College’s largest enrollment ever and its 
continuing commitment to the highest 
academic standards: “Academics and stu- 
dents’ relationships with faculty have 
always been and remain outstanding and 
something they value,” she adds.

any Agnes Scott 

alumnae are rejoicing 

at plans to renovate 
and expand our beloved cam- 
pus. Yet some of you may be 
wondering: “Is that really nec- 
essary? The campus looked 
beautiful the last time I visit- 
ed.” After a little more than 
two years in residence I can 
assure you that this campus 
cries out for physical improve- 
ments, for physical transforma- 
tion. In addition to planning 


some wonderful new buildings, 
our Master Plan includes a com- 
prehensive engineering audit of 
all existing facilities. Our acade- 
mic spaces, in particular, need to 
be modernized to meet the needs 
of our faculty and students in the 
21st century. McCain Library, 
built in 1936 to accommodate a 
collection of 35,000 volumes, 
today has 200,000 volumes, 
28,000 microforms and more 
than 7,000 materials in other 
media. Campbell Science Hall 
was designed in the early 1950s, 
and while it has been partially 
renovated several times, the lab- 
oratories and lecture rooms 
evoke a much earlier era. 
Buttrick was last renovated in 
the late 1970s. Despite several 
heroic attempts, Alston Center, 
the space that once housed a 
swimming pool as Bucher Scott 
Gymnasium, is an inadequate 
campus center. The kitchen and 
serving spaces in Evans Dining 
Hall have never been air-condi- 
tioned. Our electric supply sys- 
tem is inadequate, and many of 
our buildings still have cloth- 
covered wiring. 

We are fortunate that the 
Agnes Scott Board of Trustees 
and previous administrations 
paid a great deal of attention to 
our oldest buildings — Main, 
Inman and Rebekah — as well 


as to building maintenance, 
grounds, technology and a new 
physical education center. 
Generous alumnae contributed 
to these efforts, especially dur- 
ing the Centennial Campaign. 
We thus begin this new phase 
of planning and expansion 
knowing that our most impor- 
tant campus buildings have not 
deteriorated, that they are well 
worth the efforts that will 
ensure that future generations 
of faculty and students will take 
pride in them as we do today. 

We have discovered the first 
Agnes Scott Master Plan which 
was completed in 1900 by 
Edwards and Sayward 
Architects. It clearly lays out 
the plan for the collegiate 
Gothic buildings which define 
Buttrick Drive to this day— 
although it took almost four 
decades to complete them. But 
that was just part of our first 
master plan, which looks like 
Yale or Duke University with 
academic and residential quad- 
rangles, faculty quarters, tennis 
courts and playing fields. Our 
Decatur forefathers were noth- 
ing if not bold and confident of 
the future, and over time they 
acquired land to support their 
vision and to bequeath to future 
generations. 

Our new Master Plan draws 


‘ 


on this and subsequent designs, 
respecting the elegant symmetry, 
spatial harmony and historic 
architecture for which our cam- 
pus is widely appreciated. We 
may not achieve all of it, but it 
is a vision of both academic and 
physical excellence that will 
energize not just our generation, 
but generations to come.

Gibson, assistant professor of biology, is not 
alone in his respect for weeds. The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture (USDA) recently 
awarded him a two-year, $50,000 grant to study 
the genetic dynamics of weed populations. 

The study, “Metapopulation Genetic 
Dynamic of Weed Populations Colonization 
and Maintenance,” will explore the question of 
why some weed plants make different kinds of 
seeds. Gibson explains that some plants make 
two kinds of seeds that are structurally different 
from each other. Some seeds disperse and colo- 
nize new, distant sites, while others stay close 
to home and persist in the local site. This study 
will examine whether there are genetic differ- 
ences between the seeds that disperse and those 
that stay in place, and will determine which 
strategy is better for survival. Very little is

To those who wonder why someone would 
spend so much time with his eyes to the 
ground, studying what some people work hard 
to eliminate, Gibson says, think again.

done before. But by the end of

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those 10 weeks, I was explaining 
the significant points of the 
British parliamentary system, 
directing tourists to the most 
interesting sights and best pubs 
and making friends and 
memories that will last me for 
years to come. 

The Hansard Scholars 
Programme allows students to 
learn about the political process 
in Britain at close range, pairing 
an internship with a member of 
Parliament with structured acad- 
emic study—two classes at the 
London School of Economics 
and Political Science and a 
research paper. 

The eight participants 
traveled to hear lectures at 
Oxford University and the 
College of Europe in Belgium. 
We explored London together, 
seeing A Midsummer Night's 
Dream performed in Regent's 
Park, climbing Big Ben, and par- 
ticipating in a political 
walking tour of London. 

As part of my internship, 

I observed two meetings of the 
House of Commons, including 
the first session of Prime 
Minister’s Questions with 
William Hague, the new head of 
the Conservative Party. It was 
truly a historical event. I was 
also able to visit Nuneaton, the 
constituency of Bill Olner, the 
member of Parliament for whom 
I worked during my internship. 
We visited on Carnival week- 


end, and | was able to meet the 
mayor and mayoress as well as 
members of the borough coun- 
cil. We also visited Warwick 
and Stratford-upon-Avon, 
which are near Nuneaton. | 
also helped compile a column 
that appeared in Nuneaton’s 
local newspaper describing | 
Olner’s week in Parliament. 

The summer of 1997 was an 
exciting time to be in London. 
The Labour Party had won a 
landslide victory in the parlia- 
mentary elections only days 
before I arrived. | witnessed the 
pageantry of the state opening 
of Parliament, the race for the 
leadership of the Conservative 
Party and the handover of 
Hong Kong to China. 

The Hansard Scholars 
Programme is sponsored by 
the Hansard Society of 
Parliamentary Government and 
brings primarily foreign stu- 
dents in contact with 
England’s parliamentary 
system. Recruiting foreign 
students to participate in the 
pre TAM 1S NOL always easy, SO 
the Public Leadership 
Education Network (PLEN), a 
consortium of women’s colleges 
of which Agnes Scott is a part, 
is working to spread the word 
about the program and involve 
more women.

Because the world desperately needs their children now! As the 


authors of The Bell Curve rigorously documented (p. 341): 
“Throughout the West, modernization has brought falling birth 


rates. The rates fall faster for educated women than the unedu- 
cated. Because education is so closely linked with cognitive 
ability, this tends to produce a dysgenic effect, or a downward 
shift in the ability distribution. Furthermore, education leads 
women to have their babies later, which alone also produces 
additional dysgenic pressures.” 

Unfortunately, too many very bright, educated women have 
pursued self-fulfillment rather than child bearing. Educated 
women of high intelligence are simply not producing enough 
children to replace themselves. 

Christians, too, are failing to reproduce as much as their 
tivals. Reports The Alabama Baptist (Aug. 15, 1996): “Despite 
massive missionary outreach and evangelism efforts, the per- 
centage of the world’s population which practices the Christian 
faith has remained the same for a quarter century, while the 
number of Muslims has grown dramatically, according to reli- 
gion statistician David B. Barrett . .. The main cause of this 
dramatic growth, according to Barrett, is the higher birth rate 
among the Muslim population.” 

Walker also advised graduates to take responsibility for “the 
children of the world.” I would be content if graduates would at 
least commit to take responsibility for their own children! A 
study in California of eighth grade junior high students indicat- 
ed that those at greatest risk of drug and alcohol abuse were 
those who spent the most hours alone after school. Were they 
children of the poor and downtrodden? No! They were chil- 
dren of white, affluent parents who had dual careers and 
dragged home late, too tired to parent! Another study con- 
firmed the most frequent time and place for a teenage girl to 
get pregnant is in her own home in the two hours after school 
while unchaperoned. 

So I hope graduates at Agnes Scott will not follow Alice 
Walker’s advice, but God’s — “Be fruitful and multiply!” 
Establish a Christian home, and have as many children as you 
can, as soon as you can. Accept every child God sends to you 
as a priceless gift and dedicate your life to supervising, parent- 
ing and teaching each one everything you know, both academi- 
cally and biblically! You will greatly improve our “environ- 
ment” and contribute to the betterment of the world with 
every child you raise. No one on earth could possibly make a 
single greater contribution to the world than this.

s Board of Trustees in 
October approved the first step in making the 
new campus Master Plan a reality by approving 
programs and preliminary budgets totaling 
$41 million. Campus priorities, driven by the 
academic needs of the College, include addition 
to and renovation of McCain Library; 
construction of a new campus center; renovation 
of a warehouse for relocation of the physical 
plant; data, audio-visual and telephone improve- 
ment; landscape design; renovation of the Caroline 
McKinney Clarke ’27 house on S. Candler Street 
across from the campus; and a temporary softball 
field. The Board authorized the College to select 
architects and begin the campus projects. 

The Board also approved the reappointment of 
three faculty members: Richard W. Martin, 
assistant professor of economics; Julia K. DePree, 
assistant professor of French; and Willie 
Tolliver, assistant professor of English. Their 
reappointments extend through the 1999-2000 
academic year. 

The Board approved by acclamation two 
resolutions, one expressing appreciation for former 
Dean of the College Sarah R. Blanshei and 
naming her Dean of the College and Professor of 
History Emerita, and the other expressing 
appreciation for Edward P. (Bud) Gould, who 
served as trustee from 1979 to 1992 and died 
in 1997.

Agnes Scott differ from your past teaching 
experiences? 

My experience at Agnes Scott was very similar to my 
experiences at Spelman, Smith and Mount Holyoke. 

I found the students to be confident, bright and very 
articulate. The things that surprised me most at Agnes 
Scott were the sophistication and diversity of the student 
body. I think I was expecting my students to be sort of 
sheltered and naive, although I can’t tell where I might 
have gotten such an impression. I was delighted to find 
out how wrong | had been! 


MAIN EVENTS: What will you remember from your 
semester at Agnes Scott? 

I will always remember the enthusiasm and fearlessness of 
my students.

“Title IX mandated 
that coed institutions finance and provide 
opportunities for women in sports, and 
their women’s programs improved dra- 
matically,” he says. “But at women’s col- 
leges, gender equity was not an issue.” 

The result, says Remillard, is that 


Raising the Bar 


Pp Remillard has a history of success 
with his athletic endeavors, coaching 
students with Olympic, all-American 
and national championship credentials. 
But he doesn’t want anyone to get the 
impression that athletic success comes at 
the cost of sound educational principles. 

“T don’t want it to be lost that I come 
from Washington & Lee University, 
which is an outstanding academic insti- 
tution that has a high percentage of its 
women patticipating in varsity sports, 
where their GPAs are significantly high- 
er than the Washington & Lee student 
body average, and they have nationally 
ranked all-American teams and ath- 
letes,” he says.

women athletes began looking for institu- 
tions that had more competitive, chal- 
lenging athletic programs. That left wom- 


en’s colleges out of the picture for many 


academically qualified students because of 
discrepancies between the programs of 
women’s and coed institutions. 

Remillard wants to change that by 
redefining the role of the athletics pro- 
gram at Agnes Scott and by providing a 
model for other women’s colleges. “What 
excites me about Agnes Scott is that I see 
a genuine support and enthusiasm for our 
athletics program being the blueprint for 
women’s colleges and complementing the 
academic mission at the institution, while 
at the same time holding with the same 
level of accountability. We’re teaching 
our women to be leaders, and I’m excited 
because I feel like I] am at an institution 


tracking grade point averages for student 
athletes in order to analyze them by 
comparison in every way possible — 
first-year athletes to first-year students 
overall, volleyball team to basketball 
team, etc. In so doing, he plans to 
emphasize academic honor roll accom- 
plishments of all qualified student 
athletes. 

“We aré working with our coaches 
and we're raising the bar significantly,” 
he says. “I find it very easy to come to 
Agnes Scott and adopt the student 
population. I’ve enjoyed their intellect, 
their willingness to listen and their 
willingness to trust. Some of the 
meetings | have with the women are 
flat out exhilarating.”

that wants to teach by example.” 

Remillard’s formula for developing a 
model athletic program includes a heavy 
emphasis on academics (see related story), 
recruitment of highly qualified students 
— both academically and athletically — 
and revealing to students the world of 
opportunities in sports industries. 

The priority in recruiting student ath- 
letes, he says, is to support the academic 
goals of the College. “The athletic direc- 
tor and the coaches do not lobby admis- 
sions to ‘take this one.’ Our department 
has no interest in persuading the admis- 
sions office to accept a non-qualified 
student.” Rather, Remillard wants to help 
the College add to “the top 25 percent” 
as student enrollment increases. 

He also wants to alert students to the 
growing opportunities in athletics. Often, 
he says, students who do not consider 
themselves potential professional athletes 
rule out a career in the field. He believes 
women on campus “are going to be flab- 
bergasted at the number of job opportuni- 
ties that exist in the sports industry,” and

he intends to make them aware of those 
opportunities through guest speakers who 
have established meaningful careers in 
athletic fields. He cites as examples a top 
sales representative for a major shoe 
company and a high-level media execu- 
tive who are, coincidentally, women. 

In addition, he will promote the vast 
number of post-graduate scholarships 
and internship opportunities that are 
available; and he has begun a process 

of nominating student athletes for 
leadership conferences and programs 
associated with the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association. 

And, in the end, if ASC teams win a 
few contests, so much the better. “I’m a 
believer that if everything gets in place, 
the net result of that will be, ‘By the way, 
we're going to be winning more than we 
lose.’ But winning and losing is some- 
thing we talk about very little. We talk 
about doing what is correct, what is in 
the best interest of the students, and 
what will take our program to the top.”

PSYCHOLOGY PROFESSOR TELLS SENIORS TO FIND REASONS TO LAUGH 


The following is an excerpt from 
Psychology Professor Barbara 


Blatchley’s Senior Investiture speech. 


ne of my major 
research interests 
right now is depres- 


sion, specifically how 


the conditions of the environ- 
ment in which you live (things 
like stress, isolation from others 
and the unpredictability of 
events) can alter your brain 
chemistry and the way your brain 
functions to produce depression. 
But, I thought that a 15-minute 
speech on depression might be, 
well, depressing. So, I decided to 
focus on another reaction that 
these same environmental events 
(stress, isolation and the unex- 
pected) can provoke in us — a 
reaction that some consider to be 
an antidote to depression — and 
that is laughter. 

The notion that a sense of 
humor can be good for you has a 
very long history. Proverbs 17:22 
in the Bible advises, “A merry 
heart does good, like medicine, 
but a broken spirit dries the 
bones,” possibly leading to the 
adage that laughter is the best 
medicine for what ails you. You 
can also judge the relative age of 
this idea by the sheer number of 
theories that attempt to explain 
why we laugh in the first place. 


After all, we are the only species 
to react to a stressful, surprising or 
even frightening event by laugh- 
ing at it. In fact, there are almost 
as many theories about why we 
laugh as there are things that 
make us laugh. 

There has been some interest- 
ing research on what laughter 
does for the laugher. 
Physiologically, laughter relaxes 
us. Those muscles not directly 
used to create laughter tend to 
relax while we are laughing. 
While both heart rate and blood 
pressure tend to increase during 
laughter, when we finally stop 
laughing we experience a period 
of deep relaxation, and heart rate 
and blood pressure decrease. 

Laughter can even make your 
brain function differently. For 
example, research has suggested 
that the left hemisphere of the 
brain is involved in understanding 
the words in a joke, while the 
right hemisphere is involved in 
understanding why the joke is 
funny. Electroencephalograms 
(EEG’s) obtained from laughing 
people show increased coordina- 
tion of function between the left 
and right hemispheres — in other 
words, the left and right hemi- 
spheres tend to work t wether bet- 
ter when we are laughing.

and all that it entails is to find 
more reasons to laugh. You may 
have noticed that we ask a great 
deal from you at Agnes Scott. We 
ask you to work hard, to write, to 
present your opinions to your 
peers and to show us what you’ve 
got. More often than not, you 
respond well to that request. You 
study hard and go for the A every 
chance you get. 

But as you hunker down and 
get ready to put your nose to the 
grindstone and your shoulder to 
the wheel one last time, ask your- 
self, “How much work can I get 
done in this ridiculous position?” 
Laugh while you are working - 
you'll feel better. 


When “senioritis” hits you 
square in the face about the mid- 
dle of February, and you start to 
panic at the thought of finals, 
graduation, graduate school and 
joining the working world, go see 
a funny movie. Tell your room- 
mate jokes until she falls over 
laughing. Find something that 
tickles your funny bone and go 
for it. 

Your life after Agnes Scott will 
probably not get any less stressful, 
but if you learn to cope with that 
stress by honing your sense of the 
ridiculous, you will have a skill 
that will enable you to conquer 
just about anything that comes 
along — even graduate school.

Sheehey Named Dean of the College 


PROFESSOR MAKES TRANSITION FROM CLASSROOM TO ADMINISTRATION 


fter serving as interim dean of 

the College for the 1997-98 aca- 

demic year, Edmund J. Sheehey, 

Hal and Julia T. Smith Chair of 
Free Enterprise, has been appointed dean 
of the College through June 2000. 

“In appointing one of Agnes Scott’s 
own for this important transition to the 
21st century, we are confident that Ed 
Sheehey has the vision, the intellect, the 
heart and the mandate to serve this 
College well,” said President Mary Brown 
Bullock ’66 in making the announcement. 

Sheehey has taught at Agnes Scott 
since 1987. He has a doctorate in eco- 
nomics from Michigan State University; a 
master of arts in economics and a 
bachelor’s degree in social science from 
Fordham University; and a master of 
divinity and a degree in philosophy from 
Woodstock College. He has taught at 


Fordham, Michigan State and Marquette 
University, and has served as a staff 
economist in the division of research 
and statistics at GATT (General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, now 
World Trade Organization) in Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

Following are excerpts from an 
interview with the new dean. 


Q: How do you feel about being named 
dean of the College after having served 
as interim dean? 

It’s a great position to be in. There is 
tremendous support here. It’s a wonder- 
ful group of people to work with. The 
challenge will be the number of things 
that are going on at the same time— 
curriculum reform, expansion of the fac- 
ulty, building the buildings, and trying to 
maintain and improve the technology. 


Q: As you have made the transition 
from classroom to administration, have 
you gained any new perspective from 
that transition? 

Very much so. The classroom perspec- 
tive is a faculty-student perspective. 
You’re in the position of saying, “If only 
I had this or that resource, here’s what 
I could do,” and you see the administra- 
tion in terms of rules and setting limits. 
If you sit in the dean’s chair, not only are 
you responsible for the academic mission 
of the College, but you are also sitting 
with the officers making college-wide 
decisions. You have to take a more insti- 
tutional perspective, balancing the acad- 
emic with everything else. It involves 
personnel skills, management skills, 
public relations skills—skills that I relied 
on less as a faculty member. There is a 
very diverse set of demands on you. 


Building Bridges 


AGNES SCOTT’S RELATIONSHIP WITH JORDAN OPENS DOOR TO ARAB WORLD 


recent years have taken Agnes Scott students to a 
multitude of interesting countries—India, Greece, 
Ghana, England, France and Japan, among others. 

One area of the world missing from that list, however, has 
been the Middle East. 

This year, a growing relationship between ASC and Jordan 
has begun to bridge that gap. That relationship will be a cru- 
cial step in the College’s goal of providing its students with a 
broader international education. 

“Jordan opens a door to the Arab world and Islam,” says 
Maria Krane, director of international education. “Our under- 
standing of Arab culture would not be sufficient without 
some familiarity with Islamic history and doctrine. One can- 
not ignore the influence of Arab culture in the world.” 

That is one reason the College has developed ties with 
Jordan. In October, President Mary Brown Bullock ’66 visited 
the University of Jordan and the Jordanian University for 
Women, as well as two private high schools: the Jubilee

School and the Al Ahlyyah School for Girls (where Helen 
Salfiti 58 is head of the science division). Bullock’s visit 
focused on higher education and the social, economic and 
educational development of women in Jordan. 

Her Royal Highness Princess Wijdan Ali of Jordan 
returned the visit in February, lecturing on a variety of sub- 
jects including Islamic art and the role of women in Islam. 
It was her second trip to the campus, the first coming when 
she curated an exhibition of contemporary Islamic artists at 
the College during the opening of the Olympic Games 
in 1996. 

Princess Wijdan Ali is the founder of Jordan’s Royal 
Society of Fine Arts and the Jordan National Gallery of 
Fine Arts (Amman). She was the first woman in Jordan to 
enter the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and to represent 
Jordan at the United Nations meetings in Geneva and New 
York in 1962. She is currently vice president and dean of 
research and studies at the Jordan Institute of Diplomacy. 

During her recent visit, Princess Wijdan cut the ribbon 
at the official opening of Agnes Scott’s Office of 
International Education. “What is admirable about Agnes 
Scott is that it is a very open college that wants to cross to 
other cultures and to understand them,” she said. “My being 
here is an indication of how much the College wants to 
expose its students to other cultures and different beliefs.” 

The next step in the relationship with Jordan will come 
when 19 Agnes Scott students participate in a Global 
Connections trip to Jordan and Israel in May, taking a first- 
hand look at religious and social issues in the Middle East. 

Princess Wijdan views that visit as a chance for 
American students to learn more about a civilization that 
Westerners do not always understand. “I would like them to 
learn to accept other people and other cultures. There are 
international values which should apply to all people in the 
world. However, there are cultural and social mores which 
we shouldn’t judge as being right or wrong from our own 
point of view,” she said. 

Krane sees additional benefits to the Jordan/ASC 
connection. Besides broadening students’ world views, 
it may pave the way for future exchanges that will help 
develop new cultural perspectives, collaboration and an 
enhanced curriculum. 

Regardless of how it develops, the friendship with Jordan 
will add to the already burgeoning opportunities for Agnes 
Scott students to examine other cultures, helping them, 
as Krane puts it, “explore other ways of ‘being’ and ‘doing,’ 
examine their own values and attitudes and, in the process, 
understand themselves better.”

Q: As dean, how would you assess the

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PRESIDENT’S 
COLUMN 


hen I returned to Agnes 

Scott two and a half years 
ago, I confess that I had some 
ambivalence about the future of 
women’s colleges. I no longer 
have any ambivalence, and let 
me cite three new reasons: 
Women’s issues are global issues, 
women’s education is of national 
concern to men and women, 
and women’s colleges are forging 
strong new American communi- 
ties. | say new reasons, because 
to these I would add what 
Agnes Scott alumnae of all ages 
would add: Women’s colleges 
empower women. 

The Beijing U.N. Conference 
on Women illustrated to the 
world, but especially to 
Americans, that women’s issues 


are global issues. During the past 
year | traveled on behalf of Agnes 
Scott to three very different 
countries exploring women’s 
issues and women’s studies, taking 
faculty with me to China and 
Korea and laying the foundation 
for ongoing Agnes Scott 
exchanges with Jordan. We visit- 
ed women’s universities in Korea 
that are internationally ranked, 
and women’s studies programs in 
China that ranged from graduate 
training programs to rural field 
sociological research. In Jordan, a 
predominantly Muslim country, 
we became aware that the 
Hashemite royal family is leading 
a social revolution on behalf of 
women. Princess Wijdan’s two- 
week visit to Agnes Scott in 
February provided a powerful 
insight into this phenomenon. 
An Agnes Scott Global 
Awareness delegation will explore 
the role of religion and women 
further when it visits Jordan and 
Israel in May, staying in Amman 
on the campus of the Jordanian 
University for Women. 

Understanding that women’s 
issues allow extraordinary insight 
into specific cultures or regions of 
the world and offer opportunity 
for strong international linkages 
provides women’s colleges with a 
powerful intellectual agenda, a 
global agenda worthy of a new 
millennium. 

Closer to home, I have 
learned in my travels and in 
speeches to church groups or 
Kiwanis and Rotary clubs that 
the education of women is of 
interest to everyone. You can 
hardly pick up a national maga- 
zine—whether it is U.S. News & 


World Report or Ladies’ Home 
Journal—and not find something 
about educating girls. I find that 
fathers are most concerned about 
the education of their daughters. 
They know the difficulties their 
daughters will face in the work- 
place, and they want their daugh- 
ters to realize their full potential. 
They may or may not want to 
send their daughters to a women’s 
college, but they want to know 
how we go about the education 
process. Unlike when I was in 
college, the education of women 
is today a mainstream issue. A 
college like Agnes Scott, Mills, 
Spelman or Wellesley provides 
tich resources and, yes, inspiration 
to parents and the broader higher 
education community. 

And, closest to home, women’s 
colleges are creating new 
American communities. Most 
women’s colleges, like Agnes 
Scott, remain strong residential 
colleges. As I compare notes with 
other presidents, I realize how 
unique our residential community 
is, especially in a highly urban 
environment. What also makes 
women’s college communities 
special today is their diversity, 
unmatched in coeducational liber- 
al arts colleges. Almost all have 
special programs for older women 
who want to return to college. At 
Agnes Scott about 15 percent of 
our students fall into this category. 
These students usually have decid- 
ed to return to college because of 
some life-changing experience— 
a divorce, the ending of the 
child-raising years, an intellectual 
epiphany—and they bring those 
rich life experiences to a 
community of younger women. 


Diversity at women’s colleges 
is also ethnic and socio-econom- 
ic. Approximately 27 percent 
of Agnes Scott students are 
from ethnic minorities or are 
international students, including 
15 percent African-American, 
percentage that has held 
constant in recent years. 

To be sure, large universities 
are also diverse, but universities 
do not expect their diverse 
groups to become one, to share 
and relate. Forging community 
in the residence halls, on the 
playing fields, in the classroom, 
and in student governance has 
not always been easy, but at 
Agnes Scott it is successful. 

And we know that this sense of 
community that results from 
living together for four years 
transcends the campus experi- 
ence. Our graduates will model 
behavior for better American 
communities, wherever they live. 

Women’s colleges are thriving 
today, with increased enroll- 
ments, increased respect from the 
broader higher education com- 
munity, and with both a global 
and a local vision of 
community. It may be the best 
time in this century to be 
president of Agnes Scott 
College.

We had so many rules. For exam- 
ple, we had ATL (Afternoon 
Time Limit) and LTL (Late Time 
Limit), [curfews] which were gov- 
erned by different sets of rules. 
So I think a major issue was the 
number of rules and regulations 
concerning student life. 


Q. How do you feel the honor 
system fits into the overall ASC 
experience? 

It’s the cornerstone of life at 
Agnes Scott. It is one of those 


values we hold dear. Agnes Scott is one of the few institutions 
that has an honor system that includes both academics and 
extra-curricular life. It comes from our philosophy of a holistic 


education for women.

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Q. What are the major issues facing 
the Honor Court today? 

The Honor Court deals with Honor 
Code violations, underage alcohol 
consumption and, most recently, the 
potential binding of the Honor 
Court with our residence life’s 
judicial body. 

Q. How do you feel the Honor 
System fits into the overall ASC 
experience? 

I feel the Honor System is clearly an 
integral part of one’s Agnes Scott 
experience. Take-home tests, open 
mail boxes, self-scheduled examina- 
tions, and a sense of freedom result 
from our signatures to the Honor 
Code. Our code is a document that defines a lifestyle. 

Q. What challenges have you faced as president? 

It is a difficult task to sit before your peers during their cases. 
Determining the guilt or innocence of a classmate is challenging; 
setting aside partiality is crucial to the performance of the court. 

We deal with these challenges, however, by maintaining a sense of 
pride in our system. 

Q. What has holding this position taught you about leadership? 
I’ve learned that leadership is about communication. No one can be 
too informed. It’s important that students are reminded of the Honor 
Code to which they’ve signed their names. This year we improved 
the first-year orientation sessions, we held an honor dinner for the 
upperclassmen, we published case results, and we invited the student 
body to our business meetings, all to enhance the visibility of our 
system at work. 

Q. What does the Honor Code mean to you personally? 

I believe the Honor Code is a metaphor for trust. Our code implies 
that we have been given the freedom to make our own mature 
decisions. It means that I have taken full responsibility for myself 
and my actions and, in turn, treat students, faculty, administration 
and staff with the respect that has been instilled in me by the College.

Andrea Mitchell to

he Boas Mitchell, chief foreign affairs 
correspondent for NBC, will address 
the 1998 graduating class during com- 
mencement exercises on May 16. 
Mitchell, former chief White House 
correspondent for NBC, covers the State 
Department, presidential trips, summits 
and international crises, drawing upon 
her experience in foreign policy gained 
during her White House tours with 


President Ronald Reagan over two terms. Ena

sion covering foreign policy. 


Mitchell joined NBC News in 1978 as a correspondent based 
in Washington, D.C. She covered the White House from 1981 
to 1988, reporting on arms control, the budget, tax reform and 
the Iran-Contra scandal. She traveled extensively in her cover- 
age of the Reagan presidency, filing reports from numerous inter- 
national locations, including Geneva, Iceland and Moscow, sites 
of summit meetings between Reagan and Soviet Secretary 


Mikhail Gorbachev. 


Mitchell covered the candidacy of Bill Clinton during the 
1992 presidential campaign, and reported on the campaigns of 
all major Democratic candidates as chief congressional corre- 
spondent. Following the election of Clinton, Mitchell served as 
chief White House correspondent. She moved to the newly cre- 
ated post of chief foreign affairs correspondent following the 


1994 midterm elections. 


She has appeared frequently on Today as political analyst and 
on Meet the Press as panelist and occasional host. 

Mitchell was born in New York City and received her B.A. 
from the University of Pennsylvania. Her husband, Alan 
Greenspan, is chairman of the Federal Reserve Board.

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Knowledge vs. Education 


ON THE SHORTCOMINGS OF THE INFORMATION AGE 


ay back when I was 

in college (a mere 

15 years ago), I 

needed to research 
Haiti for a class in Caribbean 
geography. I left my dorm room, 
took a bus across campus to the 
library, looked up some book 
titles in the card catalog, waited 
for an elevator, and found what | 
wanted in some obscure corner 
of a 10-story library. 

Last month, I needed to 
research Jordan before inter- 
viewing Princess Wijdan Ali for 
the story on page one. As | sat at 
my desk, I swiveled my chair 90 
degrees to the left, clicked the 
Internet icon on my computer, 
searched the government links 
on the University of Michigan 
library’s Web page, and within 
two minutes was reading every- 
thing I needed to know about 
the politics, economics and cul- 
ture of Jordan. No bus, no card 
catalog, no elevator. Almost no 
effort. 

Much has been written about 
the information superhighway 
and, more broadly, the rapid 
advances in education made pos- 
sible by the increasing techno- 
logical capabilities of an ever- 
shrinking world. Much has also 
been written—particularly as we 
approach the year 2000 and are 
prompted to speculate about 
ages, eons and all their cosmic 
implications—about how those 
advances will drastically alter 
our future, for better or worse. 

Whereas attaining knowledge 
was once limited by geography, 
access to printed materials and 


nearby faculty members, it is 
now limited only by access to a 
computer. Indeed, fact-finding 
now seems restricted not by 
some limited availability of 
information, but only by the 
human brain’s capacity to 
absorb it. The information is 
there, and, via “The Net,” it is 
easily accessible. 

This phenomenon of the 
information age has led many to 
question the future existence of 
colleges and universities. Why 
will such institutions need to 
exist in the 21st century if they 
provide no access to informa- 
tion beyond that which a home 
computer can provide? Many 
have speculated, in response to 
this question, that there will be 
no campuses, no personal 
instruction, no residence halls, 
no libraries—i.e., no college as 
we know it—in the future. 

That would be a horrible 
shame, but it won’t happen. 
Those that make such predic- 
tions have equated education 
with absorbing facts. They have 
committed the fallacy of think- 
ing research is education, that 
knowledge is wisdom, and that 
having information demands no 
ability to apply it.

ayli Miller Bashir grew up in 

Atlanta and is currently 
living in northern Virginia with 
her husband, Roshan Bashir. 
She graduated Phi Beta Kappa 
from Agnes Scott in 1993 with a 
degree in political science and 
anthropology/sociology. While 
at Agnes Scott, she was a Dana 
Scholar, vice president of Mortar 
Board, president of Chimo, 
member of the Student 
Government Association, and 
recipient of the Human 
Relations Award and the 
Woodrow Wilson Princeton 
Community Service Award. 


_ She graduated magna cum laude 
from the Washington College 


of Law at American University 
in May 1996; a few months 
later, she also earned her master 
of arts degree in law and 
international affairs from the 
same institution. 

ile only a student in law 
school, Bashir represented a 
young woman from Togo 
named Fauziya Kasinga before 
an immigration judge and assist- 
ed in the appeal of a high-profile 
case involving a woman’s right 
to receive refugee status in the 
United States from a tribal prac- 
tice of female genital mutilation. 
The case was the first in which 
the Board of Immigration 
Appeals recognized female 
genital mutilation as grounds 
for asylum. It set a nationally 
binding legal precedent and 
made legal history. 

Bashir is currently an associ- 
ate at the law firm of Amold & 
Porter in Washington, D.C. She 
serves as a member of the Baha’i 
National Committee for the 
Advancement of Women and is 
also a founder of the Tahirih 
Justice Center, a nonprofit orga- 
nization assisting immigrant 
women by providing legal aid 
and social services. 

Bashir helped Kasinga write 
a book about her life, her flight 
from Togo and her asylum in 
the United States. Do They 
Hear When You Cry? was 
published in March by Bantam 
Doubleday Dell. 

Bashir has written extensive- 
ly on women’s rights, female 
genital mutilation and violence 
against women. Her articles 
have appeared in the Journal of 
Women’s Health; the American 
University Journal of Gender in 

Law; and the Human Rights 
Law Brief.

lsie West Meehan Duval 

personifies volunteerism and 
community service at its best. A 
native of Newport News, Va., 
she graduated from Agnes Scott 
College in 1938 with a degree in 
sociology. She admits to a secret 
desire to major in creative writ- 
ing, but instead realized that she 
is “too people-oriented” to shut 
herself off in a room for six 
hours with 
a typewriter. 

Fortunately for the Virginia 
peninsula, Duval took her 
people skills into the public 
welfare field. Shortly before her 


marriage to King Meehan, she 
was employed by the local 


Public Welfare Department at 
various intervals as a caseworker, 
child welfare worker and acting 
superintendent. There were 
three interruptions in her 
career—the births of her two 
daughters and one son—and 
myriad “outside” volunteer 
efforts, such as active member- 
ship in the Junior League and 
holding offices in organizations 
such as the Virginia Conference 
on Social Welfare and the 
Episcopal Church Women of 
St. Andrew’s. In 1958 Duval was 
asked to become the director of 
the Volunteer Bureau, a new 
project spearheaded by the 
Junior League and United Way. 
She served in this capacity for 
21 years, throughout the 
changing of sponsorships and 
the changing of the name to 
Voluntary Action Center. 
Following her retirement, she 
was on the Voluntary Action 
Center Board, and president of 
Share-a-Home of the Virginia 
Peninsula. 

Duval was in demand as 
a public speaker, regularly 
appeared on television and 
published many brochures, 
booklets and articles on 
volunteerism. In 1982 she was 
named “Woman of the Year” by 
the Junior Women’s Club of 
Newport News. As an indepen- 
dent voter, she took particular 
pride in having been appointed 
by both Democratic and 
Republican governors to serve 
on the Advisory Committee 
to the State Office on 
Volunteerism. 

Duval’s first husband died 
of cancer after 32 years of 
marriage. She then married 
Addison Duval, a psychiatrist 
and retired director of mental

health for Georgia, who shared 
the same interests and was 
equally enthusiastic about serv- 
ing others. After her “official” 
retirement in 1979, the couple 
chaired the church’s Refugee 
Resettlement Committee. 
Another creative experiment 
was known as “Share-a-Home,” 
offering housing and compan- 
ionship to self-supporting, lonely 
and/or elderly people. When, 
after five years, better facilities 
were available, the organization 
disbanded and provided the 
property for Community Mental 
Health, which was renamed 
“Duval House” in honor of 
the couple. 

According to those who 
nominated Duval for this honor, 
one of the best descriptions 


of her energy, enthusiasm 
and creativity came from a 


newspaper article in 1979: 
“Ideas seem to pour out of the 
Newport News native like 
Morton’s salt. It’s what she likes 
doing best—thinking of new 
ways to best utilize people. But 
not so much for the benefit of 
the agency . . . as for the benefit 
of the person.”

Dabney Adams Hart ’48 
pe Adams Hart was an 


outstanding student at 
Agnes Scott. She earned the 
first-year scholarship, was 
elected to Phi Beta Kappa and 
Mortar Board, and graduated 
with high honor in 1948 with 
a degree in English. From 
Agnes Scott, she went on to 
earn a master’s degree in English 
from Vanderbilt in 1949, and 
later studied at the University 
of Wisconsin, where she earned 
her Ph.D. in 1959. During 
this time she also had the 
challenging experience of 
studying at Kings College, 
London, as a Fulbright Scholar. 

Hart’s fields of interest 
and specialization are many, 
and include modern British 
literature, drama, religion in 
literature, and the Bible as 
literature. She has taught at 
Florida State University, at the 
University of Wisconsin, and 
in England, and was associate 
professor of English at Georgia 
State University until her 
retirement in 1993. 

Hart’s book, Through the Open 
Door: A New Look at C.S. Lewis, 
was published in 1984, and was 
the culmination of many years 
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of intense study of that British 
author. 

In retirement Hart has 
enjoyed volunteer work in her 
church and community. She 
has served the class of 1948 as 
president for all the years since 
graduation, and has kept in 
touch with class members 
through many letters and phone 
calls. She continues to stay 
busy giving lectures and book 
reviews, reading for the blind, 
working at the Cathedral Book 
Store, and helping to plan the 
150th anniversary celebration 
of the founding of The 
Cathedral of St. Philip. 
Thousands of students, from 
London and Tunbridge Wells, 
England, to Atlanta, have been 
inspired and challenged by her 


excellence as.a teacher.and 
scholar.

t is fitting that this year’s 

Service to the College Award 
is an unusual one. Not only is 
it shared by two outstanding 
alumnae, but it also is bestowed 
upon them in recognition of the 
splendid work they did in help- 
ing to organize a very important 
event in recent College history: 
the inauguration of President 
Mary Brown Bullock ’66, the 
first alumna to serve in that 
role. 

Agnes Scott has not experi- 
enced many inaugurations in its 
history, and never one that 
involved seating an alumna as 
president. Without the untiring 
work of Bertie Bond and 
Mildred Petty, the April 1996 
inauguration of Mary Brown 
Bullock would not have been 
such a moving, beautifully 
orchestrated and symbolic 
occasion, nor would it have 
united so many different groups 
at Agnes Scott as one body of 
celebrants. 

Bertie Bond graduated from 
Agnes Scott in 1953 and 
worked in the President’s Office 
from 1960 until her retirement 
in 1994. Her assistance to 
Presidents Alston, Perry, 
Schmidt and interim President 
Mahoney, as well as to the 
Board of Trustees, is already 
legendary, so much so that upon 
retirement she was declared 
both Administrative Assistant 
to the President Emerita and

Secretary of the Board of 
Trustees Emerita. 

Mildred Love Petty graduat- 
ed Phi Beta Kappa from Agnes 
Scott in 1961 with a degree in 
mathematics and earned her 
master’s degree from the 
University of Pennsylvania, 
with additional work at Emory 
University. She returned to 
Agnes Scott College in 1966 as 
a part-time history professor. 
She became assistant dean of 
the faculty in 1969 and held 
that position until 1981. 

Although special in their 
own right, it is as a formidable 
team that Petty and Bond are 
being recognized in 1998. 
Working with the College com- 
munity as unpaid volunteers, 
they assisted in the daunting 


task of ensurii thai the-inau-—.- 
guration or Batloc 13 conduct- 


ed smoothly, seamlessly, and 
with the appropriate pomp and 
circumstance. They also wanted 
to be sure that the occasion 
introduced Bullock’s warmth of 
personality, love of learning and 
close family ties. Helping orga- 
nize a successful event meant 
many long hours of work for 
Bond and Petty, as they 
checked and double-checked 
each detail; stayed in touch 
with the Bullock family and 
other members of the communi- 
ty; ordered academic regalia; 
approved print materials; and 
prayed daily for good weather. 
So many nominations have 
been submitted on behalf of 
Bond and Petty for their work 
on the inauguration ceremonies 
that not recognizing them would 
be unthinkable. As one nomi- 
nee wrote, however, the recog- 
nition for this one act of service 
really is inspired by the endur- 
ing love of the College that 
both women have always 
shown. “Whenever their alma 
mater has called for service or 
advice, they have given their 
talents graciously and wisely. . . 
. The compelling reason is their 
standard of excellence and 
integrity. They always insist that 
the College be presented with 
the same commitment of excel- 
lence and integrity that they 
exhibit in their personal lives.” 
Another observer pointed 
out in her nomination of Bond 
and Petty that “they were able 
to build consensus, though 
every individual on campus had 
his or her own ideas about the 
inauguration. And one (Petty) 
even had enough energy left to 
host her reunion class at her 
home that evening!”

ave irginia (Vee Cee) Hays Klettner ’53 remembers how 


much fun she had each spring planting flowers with her 
mother at their home in the southwest Georgia town 
of Moultrie. 

So it seemed a perfect fit when she approached Agnes Scott 
College about finding a way to honor her parents, and the 
development office suggested an award for an outstanding stu- 
dent gardener. 

That's how the first Al Thomas Hays and Virginia Pearson 
pan ee came to be presented on Arbor Day this year, 

eb. 20. 

“Adelia Thompson (assistant vice president for development) 
said they had been wanting to recognize the student gardeners 
because they work so hard, and it sounded like a wonderful idea 
to me,” said Klettner, who now lives in Memphis and is director 
of volunteers for the Metropolitan Inter-Faith Association, over- 
seeing the work of 4,000 volunteers in 30 programs. “My love of 
gardening came from my parents, and this was a great way to 
help a student and recognize this group for what they’ve done.” 

The first Hays Award winner was Meg Nagel, a senior from 
Snellville, Ga., majoring in international relations.

The six students 
weed flower beds on campus, plant new beds, decorate for 
Christmas, and plan each year’s Arbor Day ceremony, when a 
tree is planted on campus. 

“Tt was a nice recognition of the four years I’ve stayed at the 
physical plant,” said Nagel, who was surprised with the award at 
this year’s Arbor Day festivities.

Pee Mary Brown Bullock ‘66 has announced 
the selection of architectural firms for the first 
phase of the campus expansion. The Board of 
Trustees authorized the College at its October 
meeting to select architects and begin campus 
projects, including addition to and renovation of 
McCain Library; renovation of the Letitia Pate 
Evans Dining Hall; construction of a new campus 
center; renovation of a warehouse for relocation 
of the physical plant; renovation of the Caroline 
McKinney Clarke '27 house; and a temporary 
softball field. 

The team selected includes several of the 
nation’s finest architects, representing the firms of 
Thompson, Ventulett, Stainback and Associates 
(TVS&A) of Atlanta; Perry, Dean Rogers & Partners 
(PDR&P) of Boston; Shepley, Bulfinch, Richardson 
& Abbott of Boston; Richard + Wittschiebe of 
Atlanta; and Carol R. Johnson Landscape 
Architects of Boston. 

The team of PDR&P and TVS&A was selected 
for two projects: the McCain Library expansion 
and the new campus center. PDR&P will lead the 
design, and TVS&A will manage the projects. 
Steven M. Foote, FAIA, of PDR&P will lead the 
library design, and Martha A. Pilgreen, AIA, of 
PDR&P will lead the campus center design with 
Charles F. Rogers II, AIA, collaborating. TVS&A's

INTERPRETATION OF LOGO 


President Mary Brown Bullock ‘66 
has invited members of the Agnes 
Scott community to create their own 
interpretations of the Colleges new 
logo, which is intended to have many 
connotations. Following are excerpts 
from art professor Donna Sadlers 
historical analysis of the logo: 

he new logo for Agnes 

Scott, which consists of 
two ranks of intersecting 
Gothic arches within a circle, 
resonates with historical 
echoes, yet also invokes the 
future global constitution of 


Houston, Tampa and San 
Francisco. Those tests revealed 
that awareness of the College 
was low outside of Atlanta, 
and a need was determined for 
an explanatory tagline that 
would identify Agnes Scott as 
a women’s college with an 
international focus. 

Mindpower, an Atlanta- 
based marketing communica- 
tions firm, created several logo 
images and taglines designed 
to communicate Agnes Scott's 
identity and vision, and tested 
its ideas in each of the five 
cities. The positioning of the 
College as an international 
institution received favorable 
responses among test 
audiences.

tecture. The use of Gothic 
forms in the architecture of 
Oxford and Cambridge uni- 
versities provided the impetus 
and model for American uni- 
versities from Harvard to 
Princeton to the University of 
Michigan to Agnes Scott. The 
hallmarks of this style include 
pointed Gothic arches, ribbed 
vaults and dominant towers. 

The circle that surrounds 
the arches not only represents 
the standard sign for the plan- 
et earth, but also suggests the 
sanctity of the Agnes Scott 
experience—the embracing 
arms, if you will, of the liberal 
arts education. 

Though strictly speaking 
the pointed arch has been 
identified with ecclesiastical 
architecture, the arch in a 
college context merely adds 
authority to the educational 
premise of the institution. The 
introduction of bold color in 
the intersecting web of lines in 
the new logo helps dilute the 
denominational undercurrents 
of the pointed arches. Indeed, 
the logo possesses a wonderful 
Janus-like character: the 
Gothic arches evoke the

NBC CORRESPONDENT ADDRESSES 1998 GRADUATES 


ommenting on the changing role 

of women, freedom in the world 

today and the need to follow 
one’s dreams, NBC's chief foreign affairs 
correspondent Andrea Mitchell congratu- 
lated Agnes Scott's class of 1998 for “a job 
well done” at the College's May 16 
Commencement ceremony. 

“Being at a college for women, you are 
especially well prepared to face the partic- 
ular challenge of understanding yourselves 
as women in a society that, sad to say, 
often defines us before we have the wis- 
dom to define ourselves,” Mitchell said. 

“Women of my generation . . 
told we could have it all. Many of us now 
realize that was an unfair and unreason- 
able burden,” Mitchell said, challenging 
graduates to “invent a better compromise. 
.. that will permit us to perform outside 
the home when we choose to, without 
denying the nurturing side of our natures.” 

Mitchell reflected on her generation of 
college graduates and how it dealt with 
the social issues of war and race. “We 
thought that the answers were self-evi- 
dent. We felt a thirst for freedom, a thirst 
expeétienced by students of every genera- 
tion in all nations—a universal quest for 
an ideal world,” she said. 

Mitchell contrasted the freedom of 
Agnes Scott graduates with that of women

in Afghanistan, “the only society in the 
world that bans all females from any form 
of school, any form of education and from 
all work outside the home." She told a 
story of two Afghan men who risked 
arrest in order to tell her that their mother 
was imprisoned for being a teacher, and 
their sister for being a student. 

"That kind of courage may not be 
requested or demanded of any of you," 
she said. “But in the years ahead, you will 
need persistence and flexibility in follow- 
ing your dreams.” 

Mitchell urged graduates to “find 
meaning in work done well,” to be relent- 
less in their search for knowledge, to hold 
on to passion and love of freedom, and to

With Commencement behind them, 
Agnes Scott graduates will move into the 
next phase of their lives—employment or 
graduate school, for many. In a survey 
conducted by the Office of Career 
Planning and Counseling, 29 percent of 
graduating seniors had found employment 
before commencement, 20 percent were 
seekingémployment, 22 percent-had been 
accepted to graduate school, 16 percent 
had plans for graduate school in the future 
and 30 percent indicated they might par- 
ticipate in the College's Scott-Free Year

Professor Michael J. Brown Retires 


HISTORY SCHOLAR CONCLUDES 35-YEAR CAREER AT AGNES SCOTT 


Michael J. Brown bid farewell to many students, friends and colleagues in May at a reception in bis honor. 


rofessor of History Michael J. Brown retired at the end of the 1997-98 
academic year. He first came to the College in 1960, left in 1962, and 
returned in 1965. He was named professor emeritus of history at the 
May meeting of the Board of Trustees. 
Q: Few professors stay at a college for more than three 
decades. What has kept you at Agnes Scott? 
I've just been happy here. That's the bottom line. When | first 
got here, | very quickly felt a kind of ease, or fit, between my 
own values and what | perceived to be the values of Agnes Scott, 
so | just felt very comfortable. | had several opportunities to 
move, including the offer of a college presidency, but it was 
always my clear preference to stay here. 
Q: Have you seen any trends in students’ interest in history as 
an academic discipline during your career? 
That's an interesting question. | think the short answer is no. It 
has stayed pretty constant. We have noticed that from year to 
year there will be quite wide swings in the number of history 
majors, but nothing consistent, nothing that establishes a pat- 
tern. What has changed is that other majors have become more 
popular than they used to be. Biology, for instance, would have 
ranked quite small as a department when | came, and now | 
think there are more biology majors than any other. Psychology 
and international relations are also areas that have come on and 
overtaken history. 
Q: Among your accomplishments at Agnes Scott, of which are 
you most pleased? 
That's very difficult. The activity that perhaps | found to be the 
richest experience of my career was to be a member of the presi- 
dential search committee that brought President Bullock to 
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| involvement on that committee of all the 
different constituencies that make up the 
College. There were trustees, students, 
representatives from administration, staff 
and faculty, and a sense of all pulling 


of shared values. There was a standard of 
excellence throughout that process that 
was very, very satisfying. 

Q: What will you miss the most? 
Teaching. And when | say teaching, | 
mean not just in the classroom but even 
more in my office—that personal 
exchange, friendships that I've developed 
with students past and present. That's far 
and away what I will miss most. 

Q: What are your plans for the future? 

I don't really have any. | think we're going 
to sort of make it up and invent our retire- 
ment as we go along. I'm hoping to be 
able to still make some contributions to 
the College in one way or another. I'm 
hoping for a retirement in which Agnes 
Scott will still be an important part of 

my life. 

Q: Any parting words of advice 

for students? 

The single thing 
that I would say to 
students is, “Get to 
know your professors.” | think students 
may have to take the first step in that 
process, but when a student and a faculty 
member meet together one on one, it 
transforms the relationship. Many students 
go through the College, small as it is, 
without really having that experience. The 
other advice would be the advice that old 
people have always given to young people, 
and that is to realize how precious every 
day is, and don't take any part of this 
experience for granted. It's going to be 
over much too soon, much quicker than 
you think. Try to treasure each day. 

Q: Any parting words of advice to 

the College? 

Stay true to what has been the Agnes 
Scott guiding principle—do whatever 
excellence requires in your time. 
Excellence takes different forms, obviously, 
in different times. | think the thing I've 
been most proud of about Agnes Scott is 
my sense that there has been a commit- 
ment to excellence. And [ don't mean just 
academic excellence, but every kind. The 
main thing I want to say to Agnes Scott as

ood books and a liberal education have a natural

11 books at ceremonies in Virginia and Maryland. 

The program can be carried out regardless of the size of an 
alumnae chapter. Booher and her “fledgling 
chapter” in Indianapolis have taken part in 
the program only one year, and even | « 
though there are “only a handful of alums” 
in the area, they are enthusiastic about 
helping the College, she says. 

Book awards are presented to young 
women who are juniors and are selected 
by their faculty or faculty committee for 
outstanding qualities in scholarship, lead- 
ership, character and service. Often an 
alumna is on the faculty of the school and 
may make the presentation. 

Chapters try to select books that will 
appeal to the young women, add lasting 
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value to their personal libraries, and repre- 
sent Agnes Scott's commitment to a superi- 


or liberal arts education for women. 

Some books chosen for awards have a 
special significance to the College. One 
example is a book of Robert Frost's poetry, 
recalling his numerous campus visits. 
Vogel remembers one year when she and 
the Yale Club representative both present- 
ed a Frost book in Decatur, but Yale could 
not make the personal connection that 
Agnes Scott could. Other books have

‘Be Not Conformed’ 


WALLACE M. ALSTON PROFESSOR OF BIBLE AND RELIGION ADDRESSES GRADUATES 


The following is an excerpt from Jobn 
Carey's Baccalaureate sermon. 


n his letter to the early 

Christians at Rome, the 

apostle Paul wrote, “Do not 

be conformed to this 
world.” Why was he concerned 
about that? In Paul's time and in 
our own, society has pressed its 
citizens to conformity. From 
youth to adulthood, we are all 
pressured overtly and covertly 
to conform into the broad 
assumptions and institutions of 
our society 

Those who have studied the 
emergence of Christianity 
know that it began as a non- 
conformist movement. Church 
history is filled with the stories 
of those malcontented 
Christian groups who never did 
adapt to their cultures. Those 
groups, of course, protested dif- 
ferent things. Some objected to 
state established churches or 
religions. Some objected to 
rigid dogma, to coldness of 
heart, to sloth and materialism 
that reigned in the cultures of 
their times. Many of those peo- 
ple protested against the habits 
and customs and lifestyles of 
their own religious communi- 
tres 

It is to these dissident 


groups, not at all conformed to 


the spirit of their times, that we 
are indebted in our own culture 
for the championing of wom- 
ens rights, the care of orphans, 
better medical care for the soci- 
ety, and the development of 
institutions for the elderly. It is 
nonconformists, therefore, who 
had an enormous influence on 
social change in our society. 

But, we might ask, what's 
wrong about being conformed 
to the world? Why not just 
enjoy it and be thankful that 
we live in America and are 
blessed with such great pros- 
perity? The problem is that 
conformity dulls our minds. We 
lose our ability to make critical 
judgments, the ability to see 
through the assumptions that 
shape our society 

The apostle Paul, however, 
went on to say, “Be transformed 
by the renewal of your minds.” 
Now what does that mean, and 
how can that apply to the grad- 
uates of 1998? The College has 
sought to transform your minds 
during your years here. But this 
is not exactly what the apostle 
Paul is talking about. He is 
referring not so much to 
knowledge as to wisdom, not 
so much to matters of the mind 
as to the heart. His words 
remind us not only that life is a 
journey, but that it makes a dif- 
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ference what kind of 
journey we go on. 
Paul thought that 
there is a power 
greater than our- 
selves that can give 
us a different vision 
for our lives. People 
who've had those 
visions seem to live 
according to the 
beat of a different 
drummer. They are 
the great exemplars 
of nonconformism 
in any age. 

The questions

for us are: How did 

such people get that vision? 
How can we resist being con- 
formed to this world when the 
lures and seductions are so 
strong? 

First, make it a point to read 
about those people whose lives 
have made a difference in their 
society and in their times. 
People often say of this genera- 
tion of students that you have 
no heroes or heroines. But there 
are some people whose life 
work and witness can inspire all 
of us to think big and to think 
differently. 

Second, let me suggest that 
because you are a select group 
of leaders for tomorrow's soci- 
ety, spend some time meditating 


on that famous biblical text, 
“From those to whom much is 
given, much shall be expected 
And third, | suggest trying to 
commit yourself to learning 


" 


something about—and then act- 
ing upon—at least one major 
problem in our troubled society. 
You can't be engaged in your 
lifetime in all of them, but you 
can choose one and work on it, 
and you can be transformed in 
the process. 

In 10 or 20 years, people 
may well ask you, “Where did 
you get your vision to be a 
leader and to serve?” Wouldn't it 
be splendid if you could say at 
that time, “I learned that at 
Agnes Scott College.”
